New Delhi, thii (\th December, 1949. 

No, OA/43/ 301/49-1. - Wheukas in view of the changes that have recently 
taken place in the con.stitniional and administrative position of a very large 
number of Indian States, difficulties have arisen in the carrying out of the 
Constituent Aeseinhly Jinles ju respect ot the scats allotted to the Indian States 
in the Assembly: 

Now, thbekforb, ill exercise of the power conferred by rule 60 of the said 
Rules and of all other powers onabling him in that behalf, the President of 
the Assembly hereby malces the following provisions for tho purpose of removing 
the said difficulties: — - 


PROVISIONS 

In the Schedule to the said Rules — 

(a) for [mi agj-aiib 4 the following paragraph shall be sub.stituted : — 

"4. (1) All vacancies in the scats in the Assembly allotted to the 
States specified in column I oi Part I of the Annexure to this 
Schedule shall be filled by persons elected by the elected mem- 
bers of the legislatures of the States concerned or, where such 
legislatures do not exist, by persons nominated by the autho- 
rities specified in the coiTesponding entries in column 3 of that 
Part 

(2) All vacancies in the seuts in the Assembly allotted to the States 
specified in column 1 of Part, 11 of tho Annexure to this Schedule 
shall be filled by persons elected by tho members of tho Legis- 
lative Assemblies specified in the corresponding entries in column 
3 of that Part ’ ’ ; 

(b) paragraphs IB and 40 shall be omitted;
